The Reception of the Officers and Their 
Prisoner at Texarkana—Address to 
the Feople by theDistrict Attorney 
and Marshal—The Mob Permits the 
Negro to Be Taken to Paris—Smith’s 
Confession of His Brutal Crime. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., Feb. 1, 1.30 p. m.—Smith 
was burned at the stake on his arrival at Paris 
at 10’clock this afternoon. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., Feb. 1.—Henry Smith, 
the negro who assaulted and murdgered little 
Myrtle Vance at Paris on Thursday last, 
was brought to this place on the 8 
o’clock Iron Mountain train this 
morning. Fully 2,000 men were at the 
depot andassoon as the train came to a 
standstill all the coaches were literally cov- 
ered inside and out by people wild with a de.- 
sire to catch a sight of the monster, the 
author of the most helnous crime in the 
annals of Texas. Hardly had the 
train stopped moving when the officers 
having Smith in charge hurried him out anda 
onto another train, which stood in readi- 
ness to convey himto Paris and rushing him 
into acoach, locked the doors and placed 
guards to pfevent the entranceof any one 
who might attempt it, 

The crowd became clamorous to see the 
wretch and finally Marshal Franklin of Paris 
ordered Smith to appear atthe car window, 
which he did, sticking his heaa well out of 
the window, but quickly withdrawing, it 
when a man standing near made a 
ye oan lunge with a knife. This 
demonstration, increased, if possible, the 
wild excitement, Dut comparative quiet was 
soon .restored by Texarkana officers, who, 
with drawn and cocked revolvers, swore to 
kill the next man that made a movement to 
harm the prisoner, at the same time inform- 
ing the crowd that.the proper people 
to attend to Smith were the outraged peo- 
ple of Paris, and not those of Texarkana. 
Smith then, in obedieffee ‘to the orders of 
the Marshal, appeared at the window where, 
fortwo or three minutes, he stood in fypll 
crowd, who. sent up.ch eer after 
ana “shouts “or “titamiph “over “his 
capture. 
District Attorney Birmingham appeared on 
the platform of the coach and made an elo- 
quent speech, thanking the railroad com- 
pany and the people of Texarkana for valu- 
able services rendered in efforts to capture 
the criminal, and assured his auditors that 
the people of Paris knew how to protect the 
virtue and lives of thelrwomen and children, 
and they would give to Smith a proper re- 
ception upon his arrival at the sceneof his 
crime. Marshal Shanklin followed in a 
speech of the same strain, and both speakers 
were applauded to the echo.

THROWN FROM A CAB. 


Tom. B. Smith Meets Death This Morning 
in a Peculiar Way. 


Bernie J. Smith, book-keeper at the St. 
Louis Car and Foundry Co., met his death this 
morning under rather sensational circyum- 
stances.

On being 
searched the following property was found 
on the body: Three white silk pocket 
handkerchiefs, two pairs of kid gloves, 
a three-bladed pocket knife, 80 cents, one 
collar Dutton, a diamond shirt stud, some 
keys, a set ring and some papers and letters 
addressed to ‘'B. J. Smith, 2800 De Kalb 
street, city.’’

PATENT OFFICE REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 1.—The Com- 
missioner af Patents has submitted his an- 
nual report to Congress. 
The urgent request for more space is again 


dwelt upon at some length anda recommen- 
dation foran appropriation of $25,000 to be- 
gin the publication of a digest to classify the 
patents. 

The report shows that there has been a 
great improvement in the Patent Office under 
the workings of the classified service rules, 
and says thatthe appointment of Commis- 
sioner and, Assistant Commissioner should 
cease to be political, thelr salaries should be 
increased, and they should hold their offices 
on the tenure of good behavior. 

Congress is urged to prepare a’ way for 
early legislation to meet this condition of 
affairs.

An Important Opinion Given Jailer Krae- 
mer by City Counselor Marshall. 


City Counselor Marshali this morning ren- 
dered an important dpinion on matters eon- 
nected with the city jail, and the holding of 
prisoners sentenced by the Court of Oriminal 
Correction. Theact creating the Criminal 
Court provides that prisoners sent to it shall 
not be entitled to the benefits ofthe insol- 
vent debtor’s act, and that they shall serve 
one day’s imprisonment for each dollar of 
their fine and the costs of thetrial. This act 
has been generally held to be unconstita- 
tional, and has been in the past a dead 
letter. Counselor Marshall’s opinion, if us 
hela, will reverse this practice, and will 
result in the holding of all so sentenced un- 
til the full amount ofthe fine and the cost 
shall have been served out as provided in 
the act. The jail is already fairly full of 
prisoners, and under this new regeime if 
established, will in a very short time be 
much overcrowded. The opinion will prove 
very unwelcome to the inmates since It will 
resultin their confinement tor more than 


double the period previously the custom.

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THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 


COMMISSIONER EVANS THROWS A NEW LIGHT 
ON THE CAUSE OF THE REVOLUTION. 


CuIcaGo, Feb, 1.—In a published interview 
Thomas A. Evans, Commissioner of Queen 
‘Liliuokalani of Hawail, who {8 visiting rela- 
tives here, is quoted as follows: 

‘‘The cause of the revolution is ascribed to 
the so-called ‘new constitution’ to be pro- 
claimed by the Queen. jt would be weil, per- 
haps, to waitfor furtheradvices before we 
acceptthis statement. This so-called ‘new 
Constitution’ was simply a restoration of 
the Constitution under which the Hawallan 
people were governed by King Kalakaua 
until the same interests that are now repre- 
sented in the ‘on to Washington’ committee, 
and led by the same L. A. Thurston, forced 
another one which has been objectionable 
both to the Queen and the majority of her 
subjects. It was in compliance with the al- 
most unanimous demand of the natives, both 
inand out of Parliament, and of over two- 
ihirds of the voters in the Kingdom, that the 
Queen intended to return to the original 
Constitution, which restoredto the natives 
the franchise taken away by the last one. 

‘‘The obstacles In the way of annexation 
are many. There is the Chinese question. 
How can the United States admit the 20,000 
Cuinese residents of Hawall to citizenship? 
Most ofthese are coolles of the very lowest 
type, brought from China under contract to 
work on the plantations at $15 per month. 
Hiow can we extend the inyitation to theses 
people to come into our fold, whfle our 
present laws remain on the statute books? 
The cebt of Hawalil Is little less than $3,009,000, 
mostly held in England. 

‘‘There are other interests in Hawaii to 
protect besides the American planters, 
There are the interests of the natives, which 
cannot be overiooked. A little over one hun- 
dread years ago these bnumbered 400,000, 
Through the introduction of civilization, 
with its clothing and whisky, there remain 
now scarcely 30,000, and instead of the. mag- 
nificent physical specimens of manhood of 
yore, with theirtracts of valuable land, we 
have scarcely a moderately wealthy native 
left, Theirlands have been gobbled up by 
the missionary, the adventurer and specu- 
lator. Tocrown all, this committee comes 
now with the proposition to confiscate the 
entire kingdom, lands, natives and aill,’’ 


OUR POLICY IN THE PAST. 


HOW FORMER ADMINISTRATIONS HAVE REGARD- 
ED THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 1.—The records 
of the State Department show that the 
Hawalian question is not a hew one, 
In 1851 Daniel Webster, then Secretary of 
State, wrote tothe United States Minister at 


Honolulu: 

The Hawaiian Islands are ten times nearer to the 
United States than to any of the pewers of Europe, 
Five-sixths of all their commercial interests is with 
the United States. 

These considerations, together with others of a 
more yvenerai character, have fixed the course which 
the Government of the United States will pursuein 
regard to them. The annunciation of this policy 
will not surprise the Governments of Europe, nor be 
thought to be unreasonable by the nations of the civ- 
ilized world; and that policy is, that whi e the Guy- 
erninent of the United States itseif, faithful to its 
original assurance, scrupulously rexards the inde- 
pendence of the Hawaiian Isiands, it can never con- 
sent to see these islands taken possessiol. of by either 
of the great commercial powers of Europe, nor cau 
it consent that demands manifestiy unjust and 
derogatory and inconsistent with bona fide inde- 
pendence shail be enforeed against that Goyern- 
ment. 

Secretary Marcy in 1853 predicted the an- 
nexation of Hawall. He said: 

Ido not think the present Hawaiian Government 
can remain longinthe hands of the present rulers 
orunder the control of the native inhabitants of 
these islands, and both England and France are ap- 
prised of our determination not to ailow them to be 
owned by orto fall under the protection of these 
powers or of any other European nation. 

It seemns to be inevitable that they must come un- 
der the control of this Government, and it would be 
but reasonable and fair that these powers should 
acquiesce in sucha disposition of them, providing 
the transferrence was effected by fair means. 

In view of the early accession to power of 
the Cleveland Administration, the utterances 
of Mr. Cleveland while President and of his 
Secretary of state, Mr. Bayard, will be inter- 
esting. They dear directly upon the propo- 
sition for the annexation of Hawall. 

In his firstannual message to Congress in 
December, 1585, Mr. Cleveland declared: 

Maintainine, asi «do, the tenets ofa line of prece- 
dents from Washington's day, which proseribe en- 
tangling alliances with foreigm States, I do not favor 
a policy ofacquisition of new and distant territory 
orthe incorporation of remoto interests with our 
own. 

Secretary Bayard,in the course of corre- 
spondence with Mr. Pendleton, then United 
states Ministerto Germany, regarding the 
Samoan Isiands salad: 

The policy of the United States, declared and pur- 
sued for more than a century, discountenances and 
in practice forbids distant colonial accuisitions. Our 
action in the past touching the acquisition of terri- 
tory by purchase and cession and our recorded dis- 
inclination to avail ourselves of volunteer proffers 
made by other powersto place territories under the 
sovereignty or protection of the United States are 
matters of historical prominence, 

The archives of the State Department are 
being carefully examined by leading Demo- 
crats and Republicans of both Senate and 
House toascertain just what precedents will 
shed light on the preseht problem. 

The Monroe doctrine, it 1s generally main- 
tained, seems to stand In the way of the ac- 
quisition of territory by annexation, but 
there are those wkoclaim that au extension 
of that very doctrine will cover this case 
lully and satisfactorily. 

The United States refuses to permit foreign 
nations to acquire territory on this conti- 
nent The Hawatian Islands are nearer to the 
(United States than to any other country. 
Therefore when it is Gemonstrated that 
flawali cannot preserve autonomy it should 
be the duty of the United States to promptly 
annex the tslands in order to prevent any 
foreign power from selzing them. This is 
the theory said tobe entertained by Presi- 
dent Harrison and Secretary of State Foster. 
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BAYARD’S VIEWS TO-DAY. 

WILMINGTON, Del,., Feb. 1.—In response to 
arequest foran expression of his views on 
the Hawallan question, Thomas F. Bayard, 
ex-secretary of State, sald that he neither 
had the desire nor the right tospeak for the 
Incoming administration as to its probable 
action in the matter. He very willingly, 
however, reviewed the past action in refer- 
ence to the Hawalilan Islands and the policy 
ofthe State Department while he was at its 
head. 

Inthe course of several hours’ conversa- 
tion Mr. Bayard went ovér the whole ques- 
tion of the commerctal and political afilia- 
tions of the Hawailan group with the United 
States and the practical tendency and effect 
of the more compieteacts of the Cleveland 
Administration in the prosecution of the 
policy inaugurated by Secretary Fish. 

Mr. Bayard did not commit himself to the 
advocacy of annexation asa définite pro- 
gramine for the immediate future, but the 
whole drift of his statement enforces the 
View that annexation would be the consum- 
mation of the political arrangement entered 
into under the Fish treaty of 1875 and followed 
by the Cleveland administration. 

Future developments Will, Ne said, Instruct 
usasto our proper line Of action. There 
would seem to be nothing in our party rela- 
tions with Hawalli or its conventions with 
other powers to forbid annexation whenever 
deemed desirable. ;

The Senate’s Course the Subject of Ex- 
citing Debate. at Jefferson City. 


RESOLUTION OFFERED SUSTAINING HIS 
ACTION ON THE HATCH BILL. 


Trying to Delay Report on the Stone 
Underground Wire Bill — Firemen’s 
Fension Fund-—- An Electrocution 
Measure—After Criminal Courts—Rail- 
way Legislation—Of Epecial Interest 
to St. Louis. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Feb. 1.—United 
States Senator Vest’s speech and vote on the 
anti-option billw as the subject of an excit- 
ing discussion in the lower branch of 
the General Assembly. It was  precipi- 
tated by a resolution oflered by Fogle 
of Schuyler, the Democratic leader,i ndors- 
ing Senator Vest’s course. This was regarded 
as a singular proceeding in view of the fact 
that the House by a large majority passed a 
resolution a week or ten days ago indorsing 
the anti-option bill, which resolution Mr. 
Vest deliberately disregarded. 

As soon as the resolution was introduced a 
letter was read from senator Vest written in 
reply toa communication from Representa- 
tive Patrick of Jackson County. Inthe let- 
ter the talented Senator from Missouri said 
he regretted that the House had seen fit to 
indorse sucha Dill. Rather than vote for it, 
he would quit public life for- 
ever. With the exception of the 
force bill it was in his judgment the worst 
species of legislation attempted curing his 
service in the Senate. it antagonized the 
doctrine of State rights and openly violated 
the Constitution of the United States. 

When the resolution was read Coots of 
Platte offered an amendment that Cockrell, 
who voted for the bill, be also indorsed. 
Davidson of Marion offered another amend- 
ment indorsing the position of Hatchon the 
anti-option bill, 

Tnen came the flowof oratory. Fogle was 
worked up and sald some sharp things to 
Davidson, who insisted on the indorsement 


of Hatch. 
Representative Jim Moore of Laclede and 


Coots of Platte also had a tilt which ran 
into a fire of sarcastic repartee, in which the 


former had the advantage. 
THE FINAL ACTION. 

The debate grew wearisome, but the mem- 
bers seemed to Hike it und ~permit- 
ted it to continue until after the 
noon hour. Fogie tried hard to 
have a vote takenon the Vest indorseme.st 
flone, while Coots and Davidson wanted 
Cockrell and Hatch, despite the fact 
the adoption of such a resolution 
would put the House in the _ ridicu- 
lous attitude of indorsing both sides 
of the antl-option question. Yet thisis what 
itcame within an ace of doing. Whenthe 
roll call was completed the members 
who had _ voted in the afirmative 
began changing their votes and a 
stampede was the result. This is how the 
majority side of the House escaped making 
an exhibition of itself. 

Representative Smoot, who aspiresto be 
the humorist of the House, introduced a res- 
olution for the appointment of a committee 
to wait on the grourd hog and request him 
to stay beiow the surface to-morrow. lReso- 
lution was ruled out of order. 

A bill requiring Dilliard-room Keepers to 
get a majority of the property ownersin the 
blocks in which they are located to siyn their 
petitions for license, as saloonkeepers are 
now required to do, was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Smith of Atchison County. 

DELAYING A REPORT. 

Supt. L. C. Baker of the Western Union and 
Manager G. F. Durant of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. are trying to delay a report on 
the Stone bill. A meeting of the committee 
was announced last week for this afternoon 
and to-day Senator McGinnis got a letter 
from Supt. Baker, asking him to 
have the argument postponed, 
as he was in Chicago. Manager jurant 
isin St. Louls, and his allies in the Senate 
plead that he should have had formal notice 
of the meeting. Chairman Lyman says the 
committee will meet this evening and give 
the billits first hearing no matter who is 
absent, 

EXPRESS AND RAILWAYS. 

Two hours were consumed In the Senate to- 
day discussing the report of the Committee 
on Internal Improvements on the biil placing 
allexpress companies inthe state under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Rall- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners. The 
report recommended the passage of the bill 
with amendments, one of which struck out 
the emergency clause. The report was 
finally accepted and the Dill placed on the 
calendar for engrossment,. 

FIREMEN’S PENSIONS. 

Fire Chief John Lindsay of St. Louts Is here 
to-day loooking into the interests of the Fire- 
men’s pension bill which has been favorably 
reported inthe Houseand onthe calendar 
for engrossment. Heexpressed the opinion 
that the outiook was very bright for the suc- 
cess of the measure. 

Report of the Firemen’s Association of 
Kansas City are also here working in behalf 
of the bill. 

BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 

Col. John M. Sellers and Harry Snyder are 
here asa committee urging the passage of 
Senator Stone’s bill to repeal the 25 per cent 
limitation clause for street improvements, 
provided in the city charter. This clause 
prevents the city trom assessing abutting 
property holders more than 2 per cent for 
constructing and reconstructing streets. 
The property owners supporting the Dill 
have fled petitions and propose to spare no 
expense to pass the measure. Their argu- 
ment is that the clause impedes the 
work of making new streets and improving 
those already censtructed. The measure Is 
intended tomakethe property-owners who 
receive. the benefits of such improvements 
stand all the costs. Among other letters 
urging the repeal of the clause 1s one from 
Gen, John W. Turner, the ex-Street Com- 
missioner. It was received yesterday by Mr. 
Snyder, and will be suDmitted to the Senate 
Committee on Cities, Towns and Villages with 
the other papers. it reads as follows: 

In answer to youringuiry for my opinion in re- 
gard tothe need of removing the 25 percent lim- 
itation which our city charter imposes when a tax 
for the cost of constructing or reconstructing a 
street is laid, 1 will say that from my own observa- 
tion, this limitation has greatly retarded the im- 
provement of our streets, and is to-daya drag in 
the progreas of this work. 

To charge the cost upon the adjoining property is, 
in my judgmont, a trae theory of taxation when 
street improvements are made, [tlays the burden 
upon the property benetited, where it belongs. 

‘he resources of our new and growing cities have 
never been able to meet this work. 

Those cities which have endeavored to restrict the 
cost of this work by charter limitationto the moneys 
provided by general revenne are thoso cities and 
towns whose streets aud public highways are found 
in the poorest condition. 

It is not just to take the money I pay into the gen- 
eral revenues through taxation ana place iton some 
street of the city other than on the one I Go my busi- 
ness or reside on, enhancing at nv expense the value 
of my neighbeor’s property or, through'better facili- 
ties for traveling, benefit perhars a competitor in 
my own line of business. trust this section of the 
charter may be repealed, . 

The bill received its first public hearing 
this afternoon. 

AN ELECTROCUTION BILL. ® 

If Dr. W. E. Black, the member from 
Davies County, has his way, Missouri will 
have an electrocation law. in the House 
this morning he introduced:a Dill doing away 
with the present form of executing murder- 
ers and providing fer the adoption of the 
New York law, with the exception tbat it 
does not exclude representatives of the 
press from witnessing and  pubiish- 
ing. accounts of such occurrences. It 
provides that all persons condemned to 
death, no matterin what partof the State, 
shall be removed to the penitentiary, where 
the electrocution apparatus will be located. 
It further specifies that the Warden shail 
have charge of the details and summon 
twelve witnesses. and no more for every 
electrocution. .

Senate Committee on Labor 
gave two hours to ‘the ‘*fellow- 
servant’’ bill and the House Com- 
mittee on Internal Improvements wrestled 
with the 2-cent passenger rate-bill. This bill 
was introduced by Tubbs of Osage County 
and he worked hard for a favorable report. 
General Attorney Priest of the Missouri Pa- 
cific argued that the passage of the bill would 
be ruinous to railroad interests in the State. 
He said none of ;the roads in Missouri could 
carry passengers ata 2-centrate. The com- 
mittee, after a long discussion among the 
ie tg agreed to present an adverse re- 
port. 

The Labor Committee of the Senate heard 
both sides of the ‘‘fellow servant’’ bill. The 
railroad representatives said it was class leg- 
islation and thatif the Dill was to be passed 
at all it ought to be so amended as to include 
miners and all other working- 
men engaged in perilous occupa- 
tions. The Ratlroad Employes’ Association 
was represented by V. P. Hart of Sedalia, the 
Chairman of the Legislative Comittee. He 
made a long argument showing that the 
same law was in operation in Kansas, Iowa 
and other States. Hesaidit was a rank in- 
justice that the railroad men were debarred 
from collecting damages from the companies 
when mained through the ignorance or care- 
lessness Of afellowemploye. The committee 
took the bill under advisement. The rail- 
roads have knocked this measure out on no 
less than four occasions and expect todo it 
again. : 

TO REDUCE CRIMINAL COSTS. 

Representative Hawkins, Chairman of the 
committee toinvestigate criminal costs, to- 
day introduced a bill agreed upon by his 
committee. It makes sweeping reductions 
in the fees ofall officers and will result ina 
large saving to the State. The House is 
strongly disposed to play havoc with the *fee 
business. There are a half dozen or more 
bills under consideration, and more are com- 
ing. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House has agreed to report favorably a Dill 
of material interest to St. Louls. It 
confers jurisdiction on Justices of the 
Peace to enforce the collection of 
unpaid taxes assessed on realand personal 
property. The bill makes the taxes on per- 
sonal property a Hen against the realty of 
the delinquent or any such. property after- 
wards acquired, 

the Committee on Fees and Salaries of the 
House has decided to recommend the passage 
of the bill reducing court costs in civil cases, 
requiring thelr payment in advance, and do- 
ing away with transcripts on appeals from 
Circuit to Appellate Courts. 


THE ILLINOIS ASSEMBLY. 


ROW IN THE REPUBLICAN RANKS OVER THE 
EDUCATION BILL. 


SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Feb. 1.—The Republicans 
of the lilinois Legislature are in arms. En- 
mity between Democrats and Republicans is 
affectionate brotherly love compared with 
the venomous hatred between two factions 


ofthe minority In the Houss. Ths Repup- 
licans had caucused and laid their pians for 
actionon the compulsory education fight, 
and at midnight on the night preceding, 
Speaker Crafts was in the Republican leader 
Hiawiey’s room, where Representative Pad- 
dock gave the scheme away to the Speaker. 
As a reward for this act, Mr. Crafts publicly 
placed Mr. Paddock on the Committee on 
Corporations, a place much coveted by Mr. 
Paddock. 

Shrewd Republicans fell upon the scheme 
instantly and the storm center was located 
atthe state-house. In the afternoon, a Re- 
publican caucus was called, which only fifty- 
one members attended. Some were absent, 
but a number stayed away and declared that 
until there was a change in the steering com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Paddock and Mr. 
Hawley are Members, they would attend no 
caucus, nor would they be bound by caucus 
action, nor steering committee orders. The 
caucus Was behind closed doors and every 
member was sworn to secrecy as to the pro- 
ceedings, so that nothing !s known asto 
whattranspired inside. There was atur- 
buient spirit in that caucus and, figuratively 
speaking, Mr. Paddock was used as a 
door mat. He was forced to 
decline the reward he had received inthe 
way of Mr. Crafts’ appointment and demand 
was made for his removal from the Steering 
Committee in order that its plans might not 
be conveyed to the enemy. ‘Then an effort 
was made.to agree on the action to be taken 
when the bill for repealing the compulsory 
education law shall come up for passage, but 
the caucus had resolveditself into a hornet’s 
nest and everybody opposed everybody else. 
‘ihey would not agree to vote as a party 
either for or or against the bill, and tn fact it 
seemed that they would commit themselves 
to nothing in Mr. Paddock’s presence. Other 
matters were taken up, but every proposli- 
tion was kicked out and finally the meeting 
broke up in a general row. 

The debate inthe Senate was warm but 
dignified and resulted in sending the 
resulutions for the Investigation of 
the State Auditor, Treasurer and 
Joliet Penitentiary to the Committee 
on Judiciary, where they will be 
buried. Proceedings in the House were 
tame. ‘The bill repealing the compulsory 
education act passed. The only Votes against 
it were eleven RKepublifeans, but twenty of 
them signed a protest, which was spread 
upon the records.

GOV. FISHBACK’S MESSAGE, 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 1.—The Legisla- 
ture is in receipt of the following message 


from the Governor: 


Gentlemen of the General Assembly—I beg leave 
to call your attention to the following facts and rec- 
ommendations: 

1. The boara who investigated the condition of 
our State Treasury more then a year ago, published 
Sept. 30, 1891, the humilia ing stat@¢ment that so 
faras the books of the Auditor and Treasurer are 
concerned it is impossible tolearn from them in 
their present condition whether Woodrveuff’s short- 
age be only about $55,000 or more than $138,000, 
Ibis is true, and, whatever the explanation, 
it is inexcusably disgraceful because it is true. 

2. There has recently been offered for payment to 
the State Treasurer $30,000 of coupons,which, ac- 
cording tothe records, are stolen property. They 
belong to the State, and areoutof her possession, 
by theft, and, so faras any records show, may have 
been lyingin hiding fortwenty years past, while 
ny thousands of dollars of others are unaccounted 

or. 

3. There were, according to Simms’ report, $92,- 
530 of interest-bearing scrip, KuOWD as page scrip, 
missing from the vaults of she Treasury, and there 
may be $40,000, $50,000 or $100,000 of other fraua- 
ulent or stolen evidence of debt out somewhere in 
the markets of the world still lying in wait for some 
dishonest treasurer to redeem. Nobody and no 
record discloses how much or where. 

4. The bond register shows $11,000 of bonds whien 
have been redeemed, but are missing from the vaults 
ofthe Treasury. Whether cancelled ani burned or 
again out in the markets of the word, itis impossi- 
bie from the books or register to tell. 

5. Theirreguiarities and complications of the 
bond register and book-keeping in the offices of the 
Auditor and Treasurer, originating 4s early as 1869, 
preclude the possibility of knowing how much 
fraudulent or stolen evidence of debt of yarions 
kinds are out against the State, covertly biding their 
time. when they will beslipped im and redeemed 
unawares, just as has been attempted twice within 
the past few months. This condition of things con- 
stitutes a constant menace of rebbery of the tax 
payers of the State against which there appears to 
me but one availiable remedy. 1 respectfully 
recommend this remedy:

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IT CONCEDES NOTHING DEMANDED syY 
THE FRIENDS OF LIBERTY, 


And Will Not Be Adopted by the British 
Parliamex1t—An Appeal for United 
Action—Debate in the Commons on 
the Queen’s Speech—Agricultural In- 

* terestse—Gleanings From Many Points 
Abroad. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 1.—This circular has been 
sent out by the officers of the Irish National 
League of America: 

IRISHMEN: The supreme moment has arrived in 
the history of our country and we feel theatin such 
a crisis silence ou our part would be criminal. The 
great British statesman, the Rt. Hon. William 
Ewart Gladstone, will within the next fewfdays in-- 
troducein the British Parliament a home rule 
measure for Ireland. Thecharacter of this meas- 
ure we know. We have carefully studied its pro- 
visions and we have arrived at our eonclusions re- 
garding it. 

We are of the opinion that the measure is «a 
mere moss of legal verbiage intended to give no 
satisfaction to any party. Webelieve that even its 
promoters do not hope te get it through Parliament, 
| and that it is designed for an excuse for sheiving the 
Irish question. Gladstone will have done his best, 
and the Irish must be content to remain in slavery. 
Even should the bill pass it would only 
place Ireland on a still lower level. 
There would be a make-believe Parliament, 
entirely at- the mercy of an English official with 
practically anlimited powers. The Lord Lieutenant 
would be to all intents an absolute ruler over a mis- 
erable crown colony. He would have his soldiery 
and hisarmed constabulary to enforce his wishes 
and the Parliament would bea nullity. The measure 
is more remarkable for its provisions concerning 
what the proposed Parliament shail not do than for 
any powers itconferson an Irish Legisiature. 

So hedged in is it with conditions that it falls short 
ofthe even measure 0f 1886, ‘The Irish Legislators 
**provided’’ for would be legislators merely in 
name, without the power tointerfere in the matters 
most concerning their country. They might vot 
even raise one penny for aay purpose whatsoever, 
except in pursuance of instructions from her 
majesty, that is to say, from whatever English party 
happered to be in office. All sources of revenue 
would still remain in the hanas of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, the constabulary would continue a crown 
force and the judges would be the puppetsof the 
Viceroy. Ireland cannot prosper as 4 mere agricul- 
tural country, and a Parilfament without the power 
to build upits trade would be worse than worthiess., 
The proposed Parliament would have no such pow- 
er, and would not be able to protect even the least of 
herinterests. Any legislation whatsoever affecting 
the land question would be beyond its 
reach for years to come, and even 
in the matter of quarantine it weuld 
be for England to say whether or not Ireland should 
be asort of British lazaretto. With the consent of 
the Lord Lieutenant the Parliament in Dublin 
might build a bridge, construct a road, reclaim a bog 
or legislate ‘‘concerning gas, water and electricity,”’ 
that is all. 

Have Irishmen fallen so low that they will accept 
such a measure as this from England? We think 
not. We Delieve that the national spirit is immor- 
tal andthatour people will refuse to barter their 
nationhood. Strong in this belief and fuil of hope 
inthe future of our country we declare that the 
home rule proposals of Mr. Gladstone’s are in- 
adequate and that the principle of independence 
only will satisfy the Irish psopie 

We stand to-day atthe parting of the ways—be- 
tween resistance and conciliation. We have ad- 
vised the latter nntil patience has ceased to be a 
virtue, and further temporizing has become a crime. 
We call for an expression of the opinion of all Irish- 
men who remain true to their traditions as tothe 
course we should pursue at this juncture. 

We advise the formation of clubs wherever there 
are Irishmen honestly desirous of improving the 
condition ofIreland. Even those who are the most 
inclined to underrate the recources of our race 
must recognize that if our scattered people 
could be welded into one homogeneous 
niass, working for Ireland’s redemption, 
the task would bs easy of accomplish- 
ment. To achieve this grand result is the goal of 
our ambition, and we call upon you to join us, so 
that we may be able to round out thecentury by the 
fulfillment of our hopes.

ficial laxity through the protection of 
lawbreakers. Yesterday another side of 
these abuses was brought out in 
the statement of criminal costs which 
is pertinent to the legislative investigation 
of the subject on the recommendation of 
Gov. Francis. This statement shows that 
we are not only suffering from the social 
and political effects of the abuses in the 
criminal courts, but that we are paying 
heavily for them. 

The cost of the work of the Oriminal 
Court to the State is $51,168.05 and to the 
city $19,846.10, making a total to both of 
$71,014.15. The illegitimate Court of 
Criminal Correction, the work of 
which is frequently a travesty on 
justice that does more harm than good, 
costs the State $9,277.80 and the city $28,- 
163.85, a total of $37,441.65. These two 
courts together, therefore, cost the State 
and city the enormous total of $108,465.80. 
How much of over $14,000 paid out for 
board of prisoners in the jail is chargeable 
to the inefficiency of the courts cannot be 
determined. 

That this heavy burden of costs is out- 
pageously out of proportion to the value 
of the work of our criminal 
courts, without counting the actual 
harm done by irregularities and 
miscarriages of justice, does not 
require demonstration. The cause of the 
worse than useless excess of expenditure 
is the important thing for the Legislature 
to look into with the view of finding a 
remedy. When it searches for this cause 
the trail will lead directly to the abomina- 
ble political combine whose influences 
have obstructed and vitiated the adminis- 
tration of the criminal laws. It has oper- 
ated to keep the jail filled with prisoners, 
defeat justice and pile up costs through 
continuances and other delaying and ham- 
pering devices. 

With all due credit to the excellent at- 
tempt of Judge Edmunds to reform the 
methods of the Criminal Court, experience 
has shown the difficulty of making such 
reform effective and permanent. The sep- 
aration of the criminal from the civil 
courts enables the corrupt and criminal 
elements in politics to concentrate their 
influences upon the criminal courts and 
thus obtain pulls at vital points. A rad- 
ical change in the system which will bring 
criminal law enforcement under the better 
influences that control the Circuit courts 
seems to be the only true way of lifting it 
out of the mire.

RAILWAYS AND COAL MINING. 


The bill introduced in the Legislature 
by Representative Miller of Lafayette 
County, providing for an enforcement of 
that clause in the constitution which 
prohibits railway companies from engag- 
ing in any business other than that of 
transportation, is a most excellent meas- 
ure. The State ‘Constitution has several 
very emphatic prohibitions designed to 
prevent aggressive action by these com- 
panies, but little or nothing has 
ever been done to carry them into 
effect. The Miller bill covers all op- 
erations in grain, lumber or coal and 
isa timely recognition of a danger which 
threatens to become very formidable. In 
Pennsylvania the supine neglect of the 
State authorities has been a golden oppor- 
tunity for monopoly, which has -been 
seized upon by the Reading and other 
transportation companies. The people of 
the whole country are suffering from the 
consequences of the anthracite monopoly, 
and there does mot seem to be any effective 
remedy in sight, or if there is it has never 
been invoked. Itisto avert a similar ca- 
lamity in Missouri that this measure is 
proposed. 

But no useful legislation of this kind 
can be devised without a careful study of 
the Pennsylvania example. The law of 
that State is formally adequate to pre- 
vent such consolidations and combina- 
tions, but experience has demonstrated 
that practically it isa rope of sand which 
can be broken with impunity. The Read- 
ing and two or three other companies have 
established ‘‘auxiliary’’ © corporations 
which own and control almost the whole 
antbracite region and will soon drive out 
the few remaining independent coal 
miners. Such monopolies are merely 
‘‘matters of bookkeeping’’ according to 
the head of the combine and prohibitory 
statutes do not prohibit them. The eel is 
too slippery for the hand of the law. 

In Missouri it is possible to prevent rail- 
road companies from owning and operat- 
ing coal mines as railroad companies. But 
nothing standsin the way of the stock- 
holders,of such corporations organizing as 
coal companies and operating them in the 
interest of the railroads. This is practi- 
cally what has happened in Pennsylvania, 
and an accountants juggle can circumvent 
the will of the people in Missour: as well 
asin the Keystone State. To make this 
legislation really effective it should be 
accompanied with a provision in the 
nature of a conspiracy law aimed at such 
strategy. It should be made a penal offense 
with heavy penalties attached for stock- 
holders, directors or officers of railway 
companiés to become interested in any 
private business which is involved in any 
way with that of the road which performs 
a public function as a common carrier.

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letter referring to the strain upon the | 


Governor through pleas of pardon from 
wives and mothers of convicts upon whom 
they are entirely dependent for support. 
Governors are thus sorely tempted to grant 
pardons contrary to their judgment by 
recognition of the cruel hardships imposed 
upon the innocent by the enforcement of 
the sentence of the court. 

The statement is made without fear of 
contradiction that, although there are 
scarcely a half dozen men in the penitenti- 
ary who have any .means, there 
are many with dependent families 
who are left in the severest straits 
of poverty by their imprisonment. The 
appeal to the sympathy of the Governor is 
based, therefore, not only upon the fact of 
cruel hardship, but upon the temptation to 
crime and vice it involves. The same 
appeal lies to the sympathies of jurors 
and judges, and thus the proper enforce- 
ment of the law is interfered with by well- 
founded sympathy with its innocent vic- 
tims. 

The Stateis guilty ot the injustice of 
punishing the innocent more than the 
guilty. It promotes, crime and impairs 
its interests by debasing its convicts 
through the worst form of slavery and by 
forcing upon their guiltless dependents 
pitiless poverty, which is the strongest 
temptation to wrong doing. 

The convict labor system as now con- 
ducted is a combjnation of governmental 
folly and cruelty,

Certainly, not the 
owners of the ground or leases, 
as an examination of the buila- 
ings on the block will show, 
The Henry George men might call all of this 
**unearned increment’’ or community value, 
because produced by all of the community; 
andthe taking of thisforcommunity uses Is 
what they call the single tax. which Is really 
no tax atalj, foriftaken fromthe owner of 
the ground it is not taking from him any- 
thing he has made, and not being the pro- 
ducer, he should have noright to what others 
produce, The tax now is really on the tenant. 

The landlord now pays 2% percent on an 
assessed value which is usually about one- 
third of the rental value while the tenant Is 
compelled to pay 5 per cent on a rental or 
speculative value which is about three times 
the assessed value. 

Thus it is, the landlord pockets a value to 
the community—the city ‘‘gets left’’ and 
finds itself at a loss ta know howto raise 
revenue, while, if it only took its own, there 
would be no such dliemma. 

Three hundred million being the present 
total values, about two-thirds or $200,000,-. 
000 represents land values. ‘This, however, 
is assessed value; its present rental value is 
about three times this, or $600,000,000. A 3 per 
cent taxon this would yleld the city $18,000,- 
000 this year—and not touch a dollar’s worth 
of personal property nor collect asingie mer- 
chant’s, manufacturer’s or dramshop 
license. I have not mentioned the revenue 
that could be had from the various public 
franchises, which I Delieve would yield at 
least $2,000,000 more. 

My figures may not be exact, but the prin- 
ciple suggested is just—let the city take its 
own.

Since the publication in yesterday’s Posrt- 
DISPATCH of the statements showing the ex- 
pense of running the Criminal Court and 
Court of Criminal Correction considerab e 
comment has Been made upon the large 
number of jurors ordered for the Criminal 
Court and the enormous amount paid for 
jury fees in consequence. Mr. Hugh Patti- 
son, the Clerk of the Court, is out of the 
city, but Deputy Clerk Kleiber says it is al- 
mostimpossible to run the court with less 
than fifty jurors a day, and that number 
soon swells up the amourt of fees. 

The following figures showing the number 
of jurors summoned for the Criminal Court

According to these figures the city paid In 
jurors’ fees for the last year an amount suf- 
ficient to pay 9,418 men for one day’s service 
each at $1.50 perday. The figures published 
yesterday, and which were obtained at the 
Four Courts, show virtually the same thing, 
though by an error the State was given 
credit for paying this amount. 

With this $14,367 added to the expenses 
borne by the city for running these two 
courts the total amount paid by the city 
last year was $72,743, while the State paid 
$46,078. 85. 

SHERIFF STAED’S STRAIGHT TALK. 

Sheriff Pat Staed was seen and when 
asked to explain some of these heavy expen- 
ditures said: ‘‘Now, if you will look at the 
factsas they are, I will say first that the 
State has no cause ofcomplaint. We won’t 
discuss the point whether or not there are 
any great extravagances, but whether the 
members ofthe Legislature from the other 
counties have any cause tocomplain of the 
cost of running our Criminal courts. 

‘*According to thse figures given the State 
appropriated $585,000 for this purpose. The 
City of st. Louls paid in taxes 
about two-thirds of that amount 
and what did she get back? Why, only 
$16,078.85, the cost of running the Criminal 
Courtand the Court of Criminal Correction. 
Iventure to say there is nocounty in the 
State which can make as good a showing. 
On the contrary, the probabilities are that, 
the costs paid to some of the'tountiles by the 
State for running their courts1s more in one 
year than the taxes they pay in two. 

**Let Mr. Hawkins, who introduced his bill, 
which 1s almed at St. Louls, look to the cost 
ofthe courts in his own county and some of 
the adjoining ones and he will find that St, 
Louls ig not only paying for her 
own courts, butis also supporting several 
out in the counties, 

‘*There isone item of cost to the State in 
these county courts which should be looked 
into, and that is the board of prisoners. 
Every county should be made to support its 
own prisoners. They would then have 
speedier triais. The sheriffs out there have 
control of the prisoners and are supposed to 
board them, for which they are allowed 50 
cents a day. As thereils money in it in the 
country at that price, there is always an ob- 
ject for the Sheriff to hold his prisoners as 
long as possible.’’ 

‘*You have no such control here?’’ 

‘*Of course, not, the City Jailor isthe man. 
He makesa report of s0 Manuy men each 
month, the State pays the amount andit tg 
turned over tothecity treasury. Ifanything 
is made the city makes it, though, 1 think 
there ls very little when the expenses of 
such a iarge institution as our jali Is con. 
sidered,.’’ 

In connection with the Sheriff’s fees for 
sumnfoning jurors, Mr. Staed said that he 
was allowed $8.40 for each panel of jurors he 
summoned andthe law made no difference 
whether there was 24or 150inthe panei He 
thought the Criminal Court needed at least 
50 jurors foran ordinary working day, and 
in special cases more. The St. Louis Criminal] 
Courts he finally said were run as cheaply as 
any courtsin the country. 

JUDGE EDMUNDS’ VIEW.

LIFTING GREAT WEIGHTS. 


ths Locomotive Cranes at the 
World’s Fair Grounds. 


CuHIcaGo, Ill., Feb. 1.—The first practical 
test of the big locomotive cranes that are to 
be used in the handling of the ponderous ex- 
hibits at Jackson Par* was made 
this morning. Four carloads contain- 
ing huge blocks of red stone from 
Wisconsin were unloaded in front of the 
Mines building. These blocks are to be used 
in the construction of a monolith itn the Wis- 


consin State exhibit in the Mines Dulld- 
ing. Four of the big slabs are pone 
derous stones two feet square and 
twenty-one feetlong. According to George 
Vv. Hiines, assistant master of transporta- 
tion, these slabs weich easily 28,009 ungs, 
Four other square slabs measuring fully ten 
feet square were also unloaded. These 
square blocks weigh 25,000 pounds, 

The unloading of these blocks attracted a 
greatcrowd, ‘lhe stones were shipped here 
from Ashland, Wis.

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" BVIDENCE THAT HENRY GOEBEL was 
THE FIRST TO USE FILAMENTS. 


The Testimony on Which the Edison Com- 
pany’s Rival Hopes to Win the Case 
Now Pending in the United States Cir- 
cult Courtat Boston—Prospective Big 
Consolidationin St. Louis. 


The recent injunction suit instituted by the 
Edison Electric Co. against the Columbia In- 
candescent Electric Lamp Co. of this city, in 
which Judge Thayer of the United States 
Circuit Court ted a temporary restrain- 
ing order, is liable to develop some interest- 
ing facts In electric light circles, 

Mr. J. H. Rhotehamel, the President of the 
Columbia company, has just returned from 
Boston, where a similar case to the one pend- 
ing here is now before Judge Colt of the 
United States Circuit Court in that city. The 
style of the casethere is the Edison General 
Electric Co. and the Edison Electric Light 
Co. against the Beacon Vacuum Pump and 
Electrical Co. Judge Colt refused to grant 

he temporary order prayed for and set the 
Case for a hearing on Feb. 1. 

The principalevidence presented to Judge 
Coltand which was met before the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Southern 
District of New York when a permanent in- 
junction was granted there which upheld the 
validity of the Edison patents, was a lamp 
which was made and used by Henry Goebel 
asfar back asi1859. The main claimin the 
Edison patent, which has so far withstood all 
attacks made against his incandescent lamp, 
is embodied in claim No. 2 and its as follows: 
**The combination of carbon filaments with 
a receiver made entirely of glass and con- 
ductors passing through the glass and from 
which receiverthe air is exhausted for the 
purposes set forth.’’ 

In all other cases where the Edison patents 
were questioned the lamps exhibited had 
carbon rods instead of flaments, but the 
specimens brought in Judge Colt’s court had 
filaments similar to those of the Edison 
lamp. 

HENRY GOEBEL THE INVENTOR. 

Henry Goedel, the man who claims to 
have made these lamps thirty-five years ago, 
is an inmate at present of the German 
Masonic Home at Tappan, N. Y. He 
was born in 1818 andcameto this country in 
1848. He was originallya watch ana clock 
maker and devoted much of his spare time 
to electricity. In 1850, he began experiment- 
ing with lamps and after using filaments of 
platinum and copper wire and obtaining a 
vacuum in the receiver Dy an ordinary air 
pump, he gradually employed other methods 
and finally made his flaments from small 
$trips taken from hjs pipe stem and car- 
bonized in a vacuum. These correspond to- 
day with the bamboo filaments used by Edl- 
60D. 

Mr. Rhotehamel says that the Boston com- 
pany can produces several witnesses who saw 
Goebel’slamp in 1859, and is sanguine that 
the Edison company will lose its case there. 
The Columbia company here will probably 
use thesame evidence if it proves successful 
in the Eastern case. 

There is a story to the effect that the St. 
Louis Edison Illuminating Co., which was 
incorporated here some time ago with a 

’ Capital stock of $5,000, and of which James 
Campbell of the Municipal Electric Co. is the 
leading light, filed articles in the Recorder of 
Deeds’ office about Jan. 17 last to 
increase its capital stock to $3,500,000 on the 
strength of the decisions in the New York 
cases. This was done, soit its claimed, he- 
cause the company thought it foresaw a reg- 
ular bonanza ahead of itinthe way of con- 
trolling the entire electric light business of 
the city. Having the exclusive right to use 
the Edison patents in St. Louls and with the 
Columbia Lamp Co. laid onthe shelf by the 
United States Court, through the agency of 
the municipal company it could obtain the 
entire city lighting. 

The Missouri Electric Light and Power Co. 
was approached, it is said, and negotiations 
opened with them to surrender all old 
lamps in their possession and replace 
then with Edison lamps. If this was done 
and Edison machinery substituted forthe 
Westinghouse, the Missour!t company was to 
be exempt from any liability heretofore in- 
curred by reason of infringing the Edison 
patents. 

THE MUNICIPAL’S PLANS. 

Once having these minor companies dis- 
posed ofthe next step wasforthe Muncipal 
company tothrow up its present contract 
with thecity for public lighting and thus 
force a reletting of the contract, which would 
necessarily have to fall back intothe same 
hands and at more profitable figures than at 
present. 

As the parties interested in the electric 
light com panties ox ty | control of the Edison 
patents are virtually the sameas those who 
control the Laclede Gas-Light Co., it was 
said, it would only be a question of a short 
time whenallthese interests were consolil- 
dated. Whether these reports are all true 
or notitis certain that the General Edison 
company has been issuing confidential cir- 
culars toits agents throughout the country 
instructing them to force settlements with 
rival companies in the way in which It is in- 
timated the Missotirl company was ap- 
proached. 

the New York decision appears to have 
given them unbounded faith in obtaining an 
exclusive right to use the incandescent lamp 
everywhere. : 

A letter was sent by the Edison General 
Co. tothe managerof the San Antonio Gas 
Co. inclosing a contract for him to sign 
within ten days, discarding all old lamps, 
replacing them with Edison lamps and also 
substitituting Edison for Westinghouse ma- 
chinery. ‘This cortract was for ten years 
and unless it was executed it was strongly 
intimated that legal proceedings would fol- 
low for infringement of the Edison patents. 

If the Goebel lamp is recognized by the 
courts as antedating the Edison patents, all 
these negotiations and schemes will be 
brought to i standstill, but if it is not the Ea- 
ison people are sure to assert themselves.

Settlers Crowding by Thousands Into a 
Territory Far Infericr to the Lands of 
the Civilized Tribes—Comparison of 
the Two Districts—The Latter in Every 
Way Superior to the Former.

STATE SUPREME COURT. 


Important Cases Passed Upon by the 
Tribunal at Jefferson City. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo,., Feb. 1. — The 
Supreme Court disposed of the following

Awos Avery wasindicted in Barton County last 
February for killing James A. Miles, and upon trial! 
was convictec of murderinthe first degree. Judge 
Rurges reviewed the case at great length, and found 
no cause for reversal. March 15 was fixed by the 
Court as the date of execution.

John B. McCarver was convicted of murder in the 
second degree in St. Francols Couaty, in Novem- 
ber, 1887, for killing George Stone, and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for twenty-five yeare, ‘The 
Clerk did not property make outand certify the 
transcript because of McCarver’s inability to pay 
the costs and aceordingly Judge Sherwood re- 
versed and remanded the case for new trial. 

The case of the State vs. Kdward Maguire of St. 
Louis, convicted of feloniously assaulting Phillip 
Walsh and sentencea to the penitentiary for three 
years, was affirmed by Judge Gantt. 

In the case of J. C. Baisley vs. Samuel C. Baisley, 
appealed from Carroll County, Judge Sherwood es- 
tablisned the raling that a non-resident may sue 
another non-resident in any county for libel pub- 
lished in the State. Both parties to the suit live in 
Oregon, and of them published en alleged libelous 
eommunication concerning the other in a Chariton 
County paper. .

LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 1.—Thomas Callan of 
Lowell, who was sentenced in London five 
years ago to fifteen years’ confinement as an 
alleged dynamiter, reached here this morn- 
ing.

Callan is 
52years of age and unmarried and isa vet- 
eran ofthe war.

Efforts Mads to Indict the Men 
Mobbed the Ex-Priest. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., Feb.1.—The Grand-jury Is 
engaredinan effortto ferret out the perpe- 
trators of the assault upon George P. Ru- 
dolph, an ex-Catholic priest, at the Opera- 
house last Thursday evening. At least two 
hundred witnesses will be examined, and it 
is doubtfulif the jury will complete its wcrk 
this week. 

Never in the history of Lafayette has there 
been as much excitement as prevails here 
now as a result of the occurrence of last 
Thursday night. CGriticisms are fiying in 
every direction. Splits are threatened po- 
litically, religiously and commercially. 
Friendships cemented by years of intercourse 
areatthe verge of dissolution. The Demo- 
cratic police force and the Republican Sheriff 
are equally censured for not quelling the 
riot. Ministers censure and are censured. 
The press does not escape,and noend of heavy 
editorial comment has been published forthe 
edification of the factions. Mayor McGinley, 
who Is also manager of the opera-house, is 
censured by Republicans because he did not 
take the necessary steps to prevent or quell 
the disturbance, and Mr. McGinley is equally 
aggrieved because the rioters invaded his 
property.

LUMPY JAW. 


Dr. Salmon’s Experfments Recently Made 
at Chicago. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 1.—Dr. D. E. 
Salmon, chiefof the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the Department of Agriculture, has 
just returned from Chicago where he has 
concluded the experiments which have been 
in progress in that city to test the 
effect of the treatment of lumpy jaw. 
Eight-flve cattle were slaughtered, all 


of which had been affected with this 
disease, and sixty-eight were found to be 
completely cured. This is even better than 
the showing made when the first lotof 100 
were killed, which showed 638 per cent of 
cured. Secretary Rusk states that this com- 
pletes the test and demonstrates the perfect 
success of the experiment, which, he says, 
will prove of incalculabie benefit to the
